This point we might pass by without 
endangering the (access of our confuta- 
tion. The demolition of the point is not 
vital to cur argument, though the main- 
tenance of it is to Mr. Carpenter s, be- 
cause, if at the end of the war there was 
a State government in existence, there 
was confessedly no occasion for the estab- 
lishment of a new one, and the question 
is concluded. Now it so happens that at 
the end of the war there was a State gov- 
ernment in existence. This Mr. Carpen- 
ter must admit, for it is an undeniable fact 
of history, though he may deny, as he 
denbtleas will, that the government was a 
legal one. But how much did it lack of 
being a legal government? What was 
wanting to its legality? 

The legality of a State government con- 
sists in the conformity of the government 
to tbe will of the people of the State and 
to the Constitution of the U nited Slates. 
Did not the State government of Georgia 
at the end of the war conform to the will 
of the people of Georgia? That it did no 
one denies. So fsr. therefore, it was 
legal . and to its complete legality thers 
was wanting nothing but conformity to 
the Constitution of the United Stales, to 
which conformity to turn there wa9 want- 
ing nothing but the taking of the consti- 
tutional oath of ofice by the officers of lbs 
government, tbe interpolated clause of 
the State constitution directing them to 
take a contrary oath being simply 
void. On the taking of this oath 
by the officers of the State government, 
the government would have been com 
plMcly legal, and the State would have 
been completely restored to its constitu- 
tional place in the Union. And the like 
result would have attended the like step 
in every other State of the South. 

In that event the restoration of the 
Union would have followed the suppres- 
sion of the rebellion as day follows sun- 
rise. And that event is precisely the one 
which General Sherman in his famous 
convention with General Johnston sought 
to bring about “ The recognition by the 
Executive of the United States, " stipula- 
ted the third article of that convention, 
“of the several 6tate governments, on 
their officers and Legislatures taking the 
oath prescribed by the Constitution of the 
United States, and, where conflicting 
State governments have resulted from the 
war, the legitimacy of all shall be submit- 
ted to the Supreme Coart of the United 
States." In other words, both sides alike 
agreed to submit to the Constitution and 
the laws, General Johnston, for his side, 
agreeing to accept them, and General 
Sherman, for our 6ide, agreeing to claim 
no more, an agreement, one would think, 
which even the humblest citizen in a suf- 
ficient emergency might fitly make 
on behalf of the authorities of his gov- 
ernment. Bat oar authorities were une- 
qual to the emergency. Had they, in obe- 
dience to their legal and moral obliga- 
tions in the case, ratified this agreement, 
we should at once Lave had peace; bat, 
trampling upon their obligations, they re- 
jected the agreement, and, though three 
yean have since elapsed, peace is still to 
come. Tbe point in question not only is 
false but under the devil of party; sm has 
been the spring of all our woes. It j the 
point at which the Republicans, in fall 
view of the City of Peace, plunged from 
the solid higbwsy of restoration into tbe 
miry byway of reconstruction, wherein 
they have ever since been floundering 
j But, as we have said, the demolition of 
the point is not vital to our argument 
We pass it by. For the sake of the argu- 
ment, we will even grant it. We will ar- 
gue the case with Mx. Carpenter npoo tbe 
assumption that tbe people of Georgia 
were without any Slate government 

He proceeds thus: 

Kow what was their condition? The 
soil of Georgia was still a part of the do- 
minion of the United States. The people 
of Georgia were still citizens of the 
L nited States. They had thrown ofi no 
part of the duty which they owed to the 
1 nioa. Tbe Union had lost or forfeited no 
part of its powar over them. They were, 
still timber, so many square miles, and 
so many American citizens without a lo- 
cal government Now, manifestly, the 
first step after the war ended was for some 
body to establish a local government 
, there. This brings us to tbe question, 
who shall do that? The Democrats say: 
“The people of the State shall do it" 

1 Tbe Democrats say that tbe people of 
Georgia had got their hand in in making 
governments — they bad experimented on 
the subject [derisive laughter], they bad 
a peculiar and special knowledge, 
i [Laughter.]

points to the whole people of the South 
legally tried and convicted of treason, 
witLout the interposition of the pardoning 
power in their behalf, he may with some 
chow of reason ask os to assent to the 
legality of reconstruction. Then, and 
rot till then, will we confess that recou- 
atructiou may be not illegal, but is simply 
monstrous. We say may be nat illegal, 
for even then reconstruction would affront 
the States as States, which, accord 
ing to a just interpretation of the 
constitutional theory, are not only 
indefeasible bat impeccable, and, conse- 
quently, are exempt from all liability 
to punishment on account of tbe acts of 
iheir citizens or on any other account. 
We really do not know that all the malice 
and all the ingenuity of men and devils 
united could make reconstruction so 
much as technically legal. Assuredly 
Congress, aided by a'l the scalawags and 
all the carpet-bcggers united, cannot be- 
gin to do it. Reconstruction, in spite of 
all that all can do, is a monster of illegal- 
ly as well as of wickedness. A more 
enormous osnrpation can hardly be 
imagined. 

The truth is, tbe only legal power which 
the general government or any depart- 
ment of it bad over the people of the South- 
ern States at the end of the rebellion was 
the power to pardon them individually 
and collectively, or else regularly toprose- 
cute them as individuals for treason, and, 
on conviction, regularly to punish or to 
pardon them. Further than this the 
general government coaid not legally 
go, and this could not extend to the dis- 
franchisement of a single person, because 
disfranchisement is not oos of the de- 
clared penalties of treason, so that even 
on trial and conviction a participant in 
the rebellion could not be legally dis- 
franchised, and without trial and 
conviction he could not be le- 
gally punished at all. As the 
people of tbe Southern States in 
point of fact have not been convicted or 
tried or held for trial, bnt have 
been pardoned, becoming thereby free 
from all liability to punishment for trea- 
son, it follows with especial clear- 
ness that they remain legally in the full 
possession of all their rights and privi- 
leges as American citizens, among which 
'he most cherished as well as the most 
valuable it the right to adopt their own 
constitutions and to organise their owa 
governments under them, the right, that 
is to say, which reconstruction strikes 
down and tramples into the dust. Upon 
the constitutional theory, therefore, the 
people of Georgia very clearly did have 
the right to form a government, if they 
had none, and to be admitted to their con- 
stitutional place in the Union, Nothing 
can be clearer. 

The people of Georgia had the right, 
and they exercised it, as did the people of 
ike other States of the South; and then 
they all knocked at the door of the Con- 
stitution for admission to their places in 
the Union. If the door had been opened 
to them, the Union without more ado

PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 

Among tbe last things done while 1 was 
in Congress, and when the Southern 
States were seceding, was the introduc- 
tion of anew tariff. I told Henry Wil- 
«cn, ot Msesscbueetts, that I was uot dis- 
puted to justify these men who were se- 
ceding: that I bad no sympathy for them 
or their cause; that I was willing for my- 
seif and the Democracy of Ohio to swallow 
all our ol iectlons to the "-publican* and 
-•land laei in case of civil war; but I ea.d 
to kim, for God's sake, Mr. Wilson, don't 
embrace this occasion to steal from our 
1 " ek< ta by another prot* ct ve tariff. Tula 
tariff bill, instead of placing an ad valorem) 
tax upon Imports— that ie, taxing upon 
It the value of tbe property— imposed a 
tax upon the square yard and cubic yar i, 
and upon tbe square foot and cubic foot of 
ariiclts. It was nothing but downright 
robtery; and they passed it because lbs 
Northern Democracy were left in a mi- 
nority by seceding Southern members. 
And that tax, infamous to the last degree, 
lire been doubled end trebled by the Re- 
publican party, and now they have added 
lo It < n the pretext of reducing the tax 
on whi-ky. They did reduce the tax oa 
whtoky, lut they also took occasion to 
abolirb a part of the lax on New R igUnd 
manufacture*. Thu* while this tarttf iaw 
keeps up a heavy tax upon goods from 
abroad, tbe money rsieed by this tariff 
gees Into the pockets of these New Eng- 
'ned manufacturers. And what 1 am 
about to aey will surprise you, but it is 
true, the New England Btales are making 
treney to day. The burden of the taxa- 
tion is cot upon tbarn. if they pay aay 
tax, they get twice and three limes aa 
much back. W here does the burden then 
fall? Upon the rich valleys of the Western 
Slates. If tbe Southern States were in the 
Union, and were again returning to tbe 
condition cf their former prosperity, 
they would bear a part of it ; bu’ they are 
not bore, and the weight ol it falia upon 
us. \A neri aa, God has giv en tia blessing* 
eo great tbis year thit we know not where 
to bGitow a!i, yet all tbis mercy and 
providence of Goal is taken away from us 
Hy the retkleesne** snd dishonesty rtf 
tb«»e men in power. We are tbe patient 
he Vs s of burden, kneeling down t ) carry 
tbe toads cf men who are our loi is and 
u aster*, "who toil not, neither do they 
spin,” hot who tiil our ears with the 
elsmor of their greatness. They didn’t 
go to war al aU. The Massachusetts reg- 
•11 enla were made up of Irishmen, 
puked up in Boe'on, and when they 
run out of Iiish. they sent over to 
Be giiiui and imported Belgians by 
Ihe *L p-l<sd, and that, too, under a 
false fieter.ae. [Applause] This is our 
crrfiiuon. I know you have tbe mod 
fe, tile soil in the world, and you have 
'he courage and energy • ' a great p>e pie, 
but when you consider tbis public d«ot is 
ce: rly »*" great as Ihe debt of Greit 
Britain, which used to be a by-word with 
us, tbat whereas tbe debt of Great Britain 
only beats three per oent. interest, tbe 
greater part of your’a beats seven per 
cent : that while Great Britain Las 
robbid a'l heathen countries by her cvlo- 
nisi joilcy, and has the amassed wetlth 
of a ucusat-d year* to go on, we are 



strnpglirg to find the lii_tb*r with which 
to Lurid oar bouses: we have a debt 
greater than auy public debt that ever 
fell upon any people. None of it tails 
upon the South, because the Mouth has 

r. o’hing to pay with : none of it falls upon 
New England, because she his b'ien able 
by l.er secret committee* to shuttle it upon 
the West.

Suppose the Southern people were the 
1 ggtst rascals on eartb, it we can get 
them tn to pay a part of tin taxes tbit 
will be so much gained, won’t it 7 They 
have s fertile soil and a genial sun. In 
old times their cotton wa* so valuable 
'ha, they didn’t condescend to raise corn. 
They put tLeir land into cotton and 
bought era of ur, and paid us the money 
for it. They did not trouble tbemarlves 
to make their own bedstead v, and shoes, 
and such things, but bought them of a*. 
Every horse, every mule, every rocKiag- 
chnir, every grain of corn, every pouud 
ot bs.oon, all thore we sold to them, ana 
they paid the money tor them. And they 
rent their cotton across th® seas, and k>»tv 
up a steady balance between our exports 
snd import", and kepi our gold ai home. 
Now tL.-ir cotton, .hiir sugar, their rice, 
their tobacco, ell are destroyed. Nr* 
those mes, with their wives end son*, 
only keep a corn** 10 raise enough tn 
keep then: from starving, anti overall 
thereat of tne a ttniry a horde cl wild, 
lizy, tnflirg negroes, just emaucipa d 
Ire in servitude, run, with tbe Freed iuvd’s 
B ureau, tinging a hell three times a 
day to call them up to food on breid and 
meat, for which we are taxed, and a par- 
cel of rich carpet-baggers are banking 
around to get the negro** to elect them to 
Congress. Would any ol you like to 
wcik in 1 be Southern States v. . . h this 
slate of things ’ T K ® fine®' ?.'••• 
th© sun ever shone upon wou'ti be no ir- 
uuoetneut to g* there and live, where 
seme agent of the Freednnen’* Bureau or 
some stuck-up military satrrp eonld 
c m* ttt d sweep alt your produoe away 
from you. Ttiere can l<e no industry in 
the Southern States, my friends, while 
this condition of things exist*. I say lri 
ns have reave. Will we *y»r have it in 
the way we ate going? I say tbat all the 
power of this government and ot all hu- 
man govtruments can r.evor put the 
white ui -11 i-rnBanantly under tbe 
foot of the negro. [Applause] I 
don’t care if he ia' a rebel.' I 

don’t care how bad be Is. lie is a 
white man, and he Is never going to have 
tbe negro { ut over him, aud you can have 
to peace *o long as that is being attempt- 
ed. Let this go on five years more, or 
ten years more, and if you and I live to 
come to tb's spot again, and tbese n«opie 
continue in power, mark my prophecy: 
we will bajuet as far from peace then as 
now. I • can nut be otherwise. Now I am 
not tbeenemy o? the negro. You know, 
some cf you, that a tremendous clamor 
was raised against me once beevuse I 
thought the laws of thia State did the 
black man injust'ce. and I voted to let 
him out from what 1 thought wa* oppres- 
sion. I said I would go home aud tell my 
constituents that I did not think it right 
to oppress the negro lb that way, and I 
mace that appeal to them and they sus- 
tained me. Now I any I don’t want to 
opprras him : but I tell you a negro is not 
merely a white man with his face blacked. 
He is dithrent, not ouly in color, but he 
has not got the courage, he has not got 
the self-denial, he has not got the man- 
hood, of the white man. Why, look at 
it. The oldest record we have, the in- 
scriptions on Ihe pyramids, present to 
you a picture of the negro subjected to 
the white man, and all civilixriion of aU 
Asia, of Greece and Rome, and of all 
modern ages to this time, has been shin- 
ing like the sun at midday in the face of 
the negro of Africa, and he is still unciv- 
ilised aad barbarous. [ Applause. j But 
s thousand years ago, and your ancestors 
and mine, iu the northern part of Great 
Britain, were wiid and naked bar- 
barian*; but, by tbeir vigor, 

they have become civiiixed and 
free, and they have turned these countries 
into a garden ; aod the highest civiliza- 
tion the negro has ever attained has been 
in tbe Southern State* of this country, 
wnilein the condition of slavery. [Ap- 
plause ] I don’t nay that he may not 
come higher, and I aay to you, my Demo- 
cratic friends, that I will never do any- 
thing to prevent him from coming higher 
it be can.

They say that General Blair baa pub- 
litbed a letter wfc ch threatens war. That 
letter frigbtene them. I don’t believe 
tfc< re would be any campaign but for that 
letter. [Laughter.] 

Every body knows that Frank Blair 
went off for the Democratic party before 
a moat he became of age. H- went with 
them a long time; he was tboir idol, but 
at last they become so bad that be couid 
not keep company with them auy longer, 
and be concluded to return to th* faith of 
bis lathi rs.

Prospecis of Agriculture,

A (rip along “the coast,” as far us the 
npp«r line cf the -ugar z.ol©, is uow, dei- 
ptte the solstitial heat of mid-d*y, quEe 
tn agreeable relaxation to the iaded d ni- 
zen ot tbe city. Km h a trip la decidedly 
more pleasurable thia season than it has 
been since the whole aspect of thia once 
lovely and moat productive of ali portions 
of cur country was so thoroughly uad 
painfully charged by the great revolution 
in our political and industrial systems. 
It is the first season since the war that 
agriculture and enterprise appear lo ex- 
hibit proote of anearnest awakening, and 
of an energetic purpose to repair the sad 
effects of the war, aud of th -grevtchauges 
which have swept over the country, ft 
is the first season, too, in which Provi- 
dence seems disposed to smile upon the 
endeavors of our people. Aa If 
tbe disasters of the war had not 
been a sufficient punishment for our 
many sit.a; aa if our passions and pride 
bad not been sufficiently humbled, and 
our fortitude and patience tested by the 
lorg .rain of troubles originating in the 
ambition and selfishness ot humanity, an 
AHwise Creator has euperadded to these 
afflictions chasteningsot His own, which 
have sorely tried and scourged our spirits, 
aud we Dust and l>elieve have given new 
und increased earnestness and vigor to 
the minds aud bodies of our people. Th* 
flood, the pestilence, and the devastating 
insects iu turn, and, iudeed, at times iu 
combination, havo nearly swept away, 
during the years following the war, ail 
which tbat great deeolater left of agricul- 
tural means and resources. The last 
season was the culmination of these 
calamities. Thanks to the indomitable 
energy cf onr race, they have survived 
tbeee trials and *11! let iocs. Almost any 
other peopl” would have abandoned the 
country under tbe pressure of so many 
troubles and euch a hopeless prospect. 
But tbe great race which has alone iu 
modem times built nppowerfal common- 
wtnltbs in a new and savage country, 
and made tbem the successful rival* of 
the nations of tbe old world, was not to 
be thus arrested and defeated in its career 
and purposes. Neither Ihe most stupen- 
dous obetacka of nature nor the gigantic 
obstructions of political anti social disor- 
ganization and governments] interf reuce 
and oppression, can intimidate or 
more than momentarily discourage 
that rare. Tbeir only effects 
are to stimulate their ambition, enlarge 
their capacity, and invigorate their ener- 
gies. Those who desire to witness the 
proofs of this great virtue of our race 
nted only make a hurried tour through a 
portion of our planting region. He wdl 
observe a wonderful change from the ap- 
pearance and condition of the same coun- 
try last year. Favored by an unusually 
genial eeason, relieved of all trouble and 
aDXiety on account of high water, wi-h a 
better organized labor, aud kindlier, and 
mere satisfactory relation* between em- 
ployers end employee, blessed with an 
"ttn turnon exemption from tbe dis?ases 
which at this period usually prevail 
through tte Soutn, our section and peo- 
ple have indeed much to be thankful for, 
much to animate them to further effort 
and perseverance ta the great datyot 
restorirg our country to its once proud 
position of wealth, thrift, prosper, ty, and 
felicity. 

The sad experience of the last four 
ve-rs bas impressed very deeply c trial u 
valuable practical truths, wnich have 
teen carefully remembered and carried 
cut in tbe agriculture of this season. The 
first of tbeee is the cultivation and pro- 
duction ot an abundance of the staff of 
life, as far more important than th* 
growth of the importable staple*. Hav- 
ing ro longer money or credit to h*y 
meat and bread, our planters wisely 
concluded, as they ought to have done 
years before, to raise all the articles of 
subsidence on their own land. From 
tbis seaeon forth there will be no impor- 
tation into thia State for consumption of 
auch articles as corn, hay, os;s, and a 
great reduction in the amount of meat 
which will be required to feed our labor- 
ing classes. Of these article*, and espe- 
cially of that which has heretofore been a 
great tax upon our planters— Indian corn 
— there will be a production in the sever- 
al Southwestern States vastly more than 
w ill be needed to supply our peopli and 
stock with the most substantial and nu- 
tritious of all articles of food produced on 
thia continent. 

Tbe corn crops in this State, and espe- 
cially along tte coast, bavs been unusu- 
ally abundant. The Injury done by the 
cut-worm in the early pari ot the season 
was quickly repaired by replanting. The 
crop is now laid by, secured, and will be 
gathered in a few we°ks. The fields in 
our rich bottom lands are not permitted 
to waste their 'ertirity in the product of 
even large crops of corn, but are required 
also to furnish in rich abundance in im- 
mense growth of the very best feed for 
cattle wnich is produced in this country. 
We refer to the cow pea, which has never 
been so prolific aa this season. The corn- 
field*, Instead of exhibiting that dry aud 
parched appearance which they usually 
do at this season after the corn ha* b;en 
topped and the fodder gathered, are now 
clad in tbe brightest green of the whole 
prospect, surpaising even that of the cana- 
firids. Tbis ie the effect of the eno-mrus 
growth ol the cow pea, which completely 
envelops tbe corn aud covers the field 
with a thick ard tangled mass of vines, 
incj'trvlcus to man and beast. Fortun- 
ately thtse vines make a most nutritive 
hey, aud when laid by insure au abun- 
dant supply for every description of 
stock, whilst the pea* are most excel'ent 
u d for tbe hands, and tbe soil is greatly 
strengthened and fertilized by tbe residu- 
um. 

Thue supplied with abundant subsist- 
ence, n ade independent in a larger de- 
gree tbaD they ever were before of for- 
eign production ar.d supply, cur planters 
turn wiib joy and confidence to their 
fields ol the great staple*, which never 
piesented a more encouraging and hope- 
ful appearance. The contrast with last 
season is very striking. The long and 
continuous rains in June and July of last 
season had rendered it impossible to cul- 
tivate tbe fields at the mast critical period 
for both cane and cotton. They had gen- 
erated worms In the latter and had 
dwarfed the early joints of the former, so 
tbat when the crops were gathered the 
j ieid w as distressingly meagre. No su th 
calamities Lave occurred this season, and 
both staples may be considered as having 
pursed the points of greatest danger. 
Hardly any imaginable casualty 
can prevent a large and profitable yield 
of sugar and cot: on on the plant of 
'bis year. Theold yield ot two hogsheads 
of sugar ard a bale of cotton to the acre, 
instead of the fractional product of last 
year, will this season repay the labor and 
invts'meut of the cultivators. Instead 
of ST.OOo hogsheads, the wretched pro- 
duct of last seaeon, we shall be disap- 
pointed If Louisiana alone does not this 
year contribute from (Xi.OOO to 100.003 
1 ' gsheads to tbe wealth ot the country. 
Th* pre-specie of cotton encourage th* be- 
I i * f thttl the product of this year will ex- 
fa Lit a nearly equal Increase on tbeyistd 
of last season. \Ve can speak with more 
corfidence however In regard to the 
sugar, which ia produced in our immedi- 
ate vicinity. The cane never looked mire 
i ealtby aud vigorous. Ou the U h of 
August the stalks had att lined 
tbeir sixth and seventh red joint 
of plant, and the stubble in ntaoy 
places was but little behind. Tbeee 
olwervatious apply measurably to the 
crops in every part of the State. The 
.fleets of eo prosperous a condition of 
our agriculture upon the people are mo*t 
jit rce-ptible la the general cheerfulness of 
the planters aud their laborers, an t lathe 
’1 < .-easing kindly and more confiding re- 
lations betweeu the two classes. Much a 
rtsult will go farther than all th* legisla- 
tion which baa been conceived or at- 
ttmpted— all tbe political and social 
* 1 -hemes that have been eliminated — to 
tffict a solution of tbe great problem of 
maintaining our recent slave population 
in harmony with their former owners 
without rootl et on any of the principles 
of our Democratic political system,

The Wincsboro Sun of tbe 15th says; 
"There is a loll in the talk about the cat- 
erpillar. Every body says they have th® 
grass worm, and expect him to web np 
ai d beer me the dreaded enemy of tbe 
p anter. Almost everybody is agreeably 
disappointed in their corn crop, It having 
turr.ed cut better than was expected. 
The potato and pea crops promise to be 
large, so we shall have plenty to eat next 
year. 

A Columbus Ga. s paper of the 19th 
says; "A gentleman from the neighbor- 
food of Midway, in Bollock county, 
Alabama, tells us the cotton crop look* 
tolerably well ln tbat section, although 
he had heard of caterpillar, boll worm, 
etc., in tbe cotton. We hear general 
complaint ss regards this crop from those 
whom we have seen from different part* 
ol the country, and the farmers do not 
seem to look forward to a fine yield, bnt 
lock rather discouraged at the future 
prospect.” 

T’ e Tyler (Texas Repnrlet of tte I2th 
eay - : "The cotton worm is abroad aud 
no mistake. We have seen numbers of 
the little depredators onrself, and found 
tl en to Lav* the an f rm of the ar uy 
which swept onr Grids last year.

They are not »o 
early in tbeir appearance as last year by 

it w days, and the cotton Is said to >e 
two weeks earlier, Tbis will give- us a 
chance for a better crop than last y®**. 
We feel tuto that if the weather remiir * 
r.s it has been, tbat (he crop of this coun- 
ty will be cut dewn one-halt 

The Macon (Ga ) Journal says: In the 
counties just above us. corn and cotton 
are locking splendidly. The planters 
have strong hopes of making a* mu*h as 
they did laat year. Generally speaking, 
tne reporta recently from other portions 
of Middle and Southwestern Georgia are 
very favorable. They are picking cotton 
on a few places down the Southwestern 
railroad, and will send it forward in a 
tew days. After all, we think there will 
be nearly enough corn gathered to do ns. 
In tome places it ia scarce, in others in 
abundance, eo tbat supposing it to be 
equally distributed, there would not be 
auy neceseity for buying much next 
year. 

The Madison Parbh Journal of the ISih 
saye: "Tbe almost constant rain for the 
p ast me nth has injured our cotton-crop 
very much. It ha* shed everything but 
tb® nearly-matured bolls. In examining 
a field of cotton now, one will find noth- 
ing t ut nearly green bulls, and tbe forma 
which have just bloomed or are blooming. 
During tbe past week we have bad sev- 
eral bays of sunshine without rain, and 
the cotton is now opening rapidly, 
owing to tbe continued ruins we fear our 
planters have lost much of their fodder.” 

The Baton Rouge Ad vocate of tbe 19. h 
pays: “The heavy rains that have fallen 
lately have caused a czesatton of cotton- 
puking. On the highland* the fields in 
•cme places were badly caked and the 
bloescms and forms continued to fall. A 
alight shower occasionally is not, there- 
fore, altogether unwelcome. Cotton is 
epening very fast. On one place iu this 
vicinity over one hundred pound* a day, 
to tte hand, were being picked last week

He 
thiuks that double tbe quality can be 
produced on the same land by careful 
culture. T wo crops can be made on th# 
same land in tbe same season, and for 
those wbo require ready money early in 
th# summer wo recommend a few acres 
[ of sc rg ho. It is much earlier than cane, 
and is now selling at $1 per gallon in 
tbe New Orleans mark#".” 

We find in the J-ckson < 'La> ion an d oth- 
er paj era the following summary ol the 
condition of the crops in Mississippi; 
The prospecis for a cotton crop in Lauder- 
dale county are rather gloomy. The 
"bottom crop” is entirely gone, and now 
the leaf worm is making its appsarance. 
One-third of the cotton crop ia ruined, 
Tte army worm has made its appearance 
in Madison county. The prospect in 
Harrison, Jackson, and Perry counties 
is uot at all promising for a good yield of 
either corn or potatoes. The army worm 
be* made its appearance in Coahoma 
county, and ia doing much mischief on j 
Dr. Warner’s place. Rankin — Incessant 
heavy rains have seriously damaged the 
cotton crop.
